Report of City Engineer. 

To the Honorable Board of Trustees 
j of the City of Houth San Francisco, 
j California, Gentlemen: Pursuant to 
; your instructions, I have the honor to 
present this detailed report in writing, 
estimating and showing the cost of 
acquiring and constructing a system 
of sewers in and for the City of South 
1 San Francisco. After consideration of 
! the subject, I recommend that such a 
system of sewers be constructed, and 
that the same shall be as hereinafter 
■ described. In general, said system 
will consist of the construction of main 
sewers along the principal streets of 
I the city, with suitable man holes and 
Hush tanks, and having two general 
! outlets, one from Grand avenue and 
one from Spruce avenue. With this 
I understanding, the system may be 
! generally described as consisting of 
main sewers upon the following 
streets to-wit: 

Chestnut avenue from Grand to Com¬ 
mercial avenue, Commercial avenue 
from Chestnut to Orange avenue, 
Orange avenue from Commercial ave¬ 
nue to Railroad avenue, Railroad ave¬ 
nue from Orange avenue to Spruce ave¬ 
nue, Spruce avenue, outlet, septic tank 
site for Spruce avenue outlet, sep¬ 
tic tank for Spruce avenue outlet, 
Grand avenue from Cypress to main 
outlet, main outlet from Grand ave-

Latest Conditions and Prices of 
Seasonable Products of California 


POST OFFICE. 


FRUITS—There has been an active , 
demand for choice fruits through the 
week of festivity and the market is 
well cleaned up of these kinds. Heavy 
receipts of peaches, especially of Sal- i 
ways now in season, have left inferior 
lots to be sold under producing cost. 
Shipments to the East now meet with 
Eastern peach crops maturing heavily. 
The best clings in lugs have been sold 
at 50c. Canners take what they need 
at $15 a ton. Winter pears are bring¬ 
ing 50c@$l a box. Plums are getting! 
scarce, 25-lb. crates bringing 60c and 
lugs $1. Grapes are deplorably low 
and there is no sale for blacks, except ; 
to wine men at $10 a ton. Lugs are 
sold for 25 (a) 50c. White seedless are 
scarce and bring 75@85c a lug. Sacra¬ 
mento river nutmegs are 75c@$l for 
50-lb. lugs. Cantaloupes, $2.25@2.50 
for 150-lb. lugs. Apples are dull, with 
Sebastopol Gravensteins bringing $1@ 
1.40 a box; Humboldt, with less color-] 
ing, bring $1@1.25. Bellefleurs are still 
off-color and sell at 75c@1.15. Spitz-] 
enbergs, 90c@$1.35. .Good apples of 
other kinds sell at 90c@$l. 

VEGETABLES — Tomatoes have 
swamped the market and closing of 
the canneries on holidays lessens the 
outlet for them. Rivers .are selling at 
25@50c and bay at 40@60c. River po¬ 
tatoes have weakened to $1; Salinas 
bring $1.40@1.50 a cental. Onions are 
dull at $1 a sack. String beans, 2@3c 
a lb.; Limas the same. Peas, 3@4c; 
green corn, $1@1.50 for Alameda; sum¬ 
mer squash, 50c for 50 : lb. lugs; Hub¬ 
bard, $1.25 a sack; marrowfat, 65c; 
cucumbers, 40c box. 

DAIRY PRODUCE — There is a 
heavy production of butter in the San 
Joaquin Valley and with the Los An¬ 
geles market well supplied, even Tu¬ 
lare creameries are shipping to this 
city. Storage has stopped here and 
with but little export prices have 
dropped to the 32c basis for extras, 
after a raise to 32%c on the 8th and 
9th. Portland is drawing supplies from 
Oregon points with a 36c market. Los 
Angeles is weak at 32y 2 c, Chicago 29c 
and New York 31c, with an Eastern 
shortage. California fancy flat cheese 
are 16c here and 17y 2 c in Los Angeles. 

EGGS — The week ending August 
31st showed a shortage of 100,000 doz¬ 
en in egg receipts and 25,000 dozen 
the following week. The heavy re¬ 
quirements of the Native Sons crowd 
in the past week has compelled hold¬ 
ers to draw on storage and there has 
been a gradual advance since the 1st

WILL FLY TO SAN FRANCISCO 


The latest type of Count Zeppelin’s 
inventive genius met with disaster on 
Wednesday, when the dirigible bal¬ 
loon, Zeppelin VI, took fire after an 
explosion while being warped into her 
shed, at Baden Baden, Germany. 

A score or more of men were en¬ 
gaged in housing the airship when a 
benzine tank in the rear gondola en- 
ploded, setting fire to an adjacent gas 
compartment. The explosion of this 
compartment was followed by the ex¬ 
plosion of the sixteen others. There 
was a gush of flames and the whole 
structure was destroyed in a few min 
utes. Nothing remained of Count Zep 
pelin’s latest model except a tangled 
mass of aluminum frames. 

The shed also caught fire, but the 
blaze was put out without serious 
damage. Several workmen were 
burned, but none fatally. The igniting 
of the benzine occurred while the 
workmen were cleaning the machin¬ 
ery, during which the benzine holders 
were open. The cause of the fire has 
not been ascertained. 

The Zeppelin VI ascended at 11:20 
o'clock with twelve passengers for a 
trip to Heilbronn. The airship had 
covered about twenty miles when a 
motor In the forward gondola acted 
badly. It was impossible to effect 
satisfactory repairs and after some 
time spent in futile effort the craft re¬ 
turned 

The Zeppelin VI was under charter 
of the Passenger Airship Company, 
having replaced in the passenger 
service the recently wrecked Deutsch-

land. It was transferred from Fred- 
erischafeu to Baden Baden, and after 
being fitted with improved propellers 
and other new features, made a trial 
trip on August 19th. It proved to be 
the speediest of its type, and it was 
announced that it could maintain a 
speed of thirty-eight miles an hour. 

The dirigible was reconstructed to 
carry ten passengers and in the last 
few days had made several trips. Many 
Americans were among the excursion¬ 
ists. Baron Rudolph Goldschmidt 
Rothschild had chaCered the airship 
for the use of a private party next Fri¬ 
day. He had agreed to pay $500 for 
the first two hours of the excursion 
and $250 for each shitioml hour. 

This is the fifth set ions accident 
which has befallen the Zeppelin dirigi¬ 
bles, the histories of which have been 
brilliant, but brief. 

The Zeppelin I, after making an en¬ 
durance flight that astonished the 
world, was torn from its moorings by 
the wind and threshed itself to pieces 
during a thunderstorm. The Zeppelin 
II was destroyed by a gale at Lim- 
berg-An-Der-Lahn on April 25th last. 
Zeppelin III made a bad landing and 
was seriously damaged at Mergen- 
theim. The Deutschland came to grief 
in Teutoborg forest on June 28th last. 

The Zeppelin VI was built in 1909, 
but had since been altered and en¬ 
larged. Her navigating and operating 
machinery was contained In two gon¬ 
dola cars situated in the bow and 
stern. It was in the stern gondola that 
the explosion occurred 

Suspended from the center of the 
airship was a luxuriously furnished 
cabin. She carried a crew of ten men. 

The measurements of the Zeppelin 
were: Length, 472 feet; width, 42 feet; 
gee capacity, 20,000 cubic yards.

Hill Plans Road in Southern Oregon 
to Reach California. 

Right of way maps have been filed 
in Lakeview, Ore., in the government 
land office by the Oregon Trunk Rail 
way, through Portland agents of the 
company. The light of way designated 
runs from a point on the summit of 
the Cascade mountains, in Central Ore¬ 
gon. then westerly and north of Fish 
Lake, thence southwesterly, presum¬ 
ably along Willow creek and Big Butte 
creek, and ends near Eagle point, in 
Jackson county. It will run near the 
Crater Lake National park. 

It is supposed that this right of way 
is for an extension that will connect 
the Pacific and Eastern railroad with 
Hill’s Oregon Trunk Line, which fol¬ 
lows the Deschutes river, and will be 
the main line, connecting numerous 
branches in California and Oregon. 

Over the Pacific and Eastern the 
Hill road will reach Medford, Jackson¬ 
ville and other important points, and 
will be on its way to Coas’ points, pre¬ 
sumably Crescent City or Eureka.

Admiral Evans then went on to dis¬ 
cuss the canal itself, the part It would 
play In commerce, Its strategic value 
and lack of value, and its bearing on 
the exposition. Continuing, he said: 

“I have been all my life a bit fond 
of the American flag, and it makes me 
toad as hell to see a national legisla¬ 
ture refuse to do everything in its 
power to put the flag where it belongs. 
Out here you are as helpless as jelly 
,flsh. No one ever knows when a 
friendly nation will become an enemy, 
and sometimes the warning Is very 
brief.

A. A. Green of San Bruno Park is a 
member of the old veteran h remen of 
San Francisco.

Bob Hogan, the oldest detective in 
San Francisco, is very sick at his 
home. Mr. Hogan is very well-known 
all over the state as one of its ablest 
detectives. All old settlers will re¬ 
member the murder of Paul Rieger at 
San Anselmo, near San Rafael, some 
years ago. Mr. Rieger was hit in the 
head while fishing, and his murder 
was a mystery for a long time. Fi¬ 
nally the late Captain Lees of San 
Francisco put Bob Hogan on the 
case.

COMMUNICATED. 

San Bruno, September 16, 1910.—In 
reply to an article (published recently 
in The Banner) regarding Mr. A. T. 
Green, of the Hensley-Green Co., I de¬ 
sire to state a few well-known, but for¬ 
gotten facts. 

After the earthquake, Mr. Hensley, 
of the firm, procured, on his own re¬ 
sponsibility, provisions, beef and tents, 
for the San Bruno refugees. Members 


of the families of the firm helped in 
various ways all who applied for as- 
ssistance. Mr. Hensley has not yet 
been fully recompensed. Later the firm 
provided lumber to erect houses for 
those who wished to build. Many 
have not yet paid. More have been 
delinquent in installments. All have 
been treated fairly, and many carried 
for months, although the firm has 
had to pay taxes and lias received 
not a cent interest. The firm gave lots 
for first school house and contributed, 
I believe, to its erection. That the 
majority of the people have decided to 
put a school on Tucker’s property is 
their own business, but when Mr. 
Green’s character is assailed and a 
misleading statement made, ‘ ‘none so 
low as to do him reverence,” that is the 
business of all who love and respect 
him. My home is in San Bruno, and 
as I know' him better than any, 
I cannot keep silent longer, so all you 
who do not think him worthy, and 1 
know there are very few, look iip his 
record, both in South Berkeley, where 
he has lived for fifteen years, and in 
Elmhurst, which the firm sold and 
made prior to coming to San Bruno, 
you will find it stainless; you will 
learn that in all relations of life he is 
unexcelled, and that instead of a few, 
there are many who ‘‘do him rever¬ 
ence,” wherever he has lived. Regard¬ 
ing sewers, Mr. Green is but one of the 
firm. When the time is ripe, which 
will lie very soon, sew r ers will be put in 
and all that has has been contracted 
to be done. But not one in ten will 
be ready to make connections. It is 
but recently that San Mateo has put in 
sewers, and many healthy towns, 
such as San Andreas, Sonora, Mari¬ 
posa, Coulterville and La Grange 
have none. So I think when the peo¬ 
ple realize that their outlay has been 
trilling, that their property is im¬ 
proving more radidly than elsewhere, 
they will decide it is for the best inter¬ 
est of all be as harmonious as possi¬ 
ble and not heed malcontents. In 
unity there is strength.

NOTED AVIATORS MAY 
COMPETE HERE SOON 


Ariangeinents have now been com¬ 
pleted and officers elected for the forth¬ 
coming aviation meet at Tanforan 
Park, which is to be held under the 
auspices of the new Panama-Pacific 
Aero Club, September 24th to October 
2d, says the San Francisco Chronicle. 
It is said by some of those interested 
in the projected meet that the original 
guarantee of 150,000 in cash prizes had 
been increased to $60,000, and that the 
total amount needed had been sub¬ 
scribed by a syndicate of San Francis¬ 
co and Oakland capitalists headed by 
J. Cal. Ewing. 

It was also announced that there is 
every reason to believe that Wilbur and 
Orville Wright will attend the meet 
and will enter two of their latest mod¬ 
els in the contests. Grahame-W right, 
who is now one of the chief contest¬ 
ants in the Boston-Harvard meet, lias 
notified thecommittee of arrangements 
that he will enter a new model and 
will try for all the prizes offered for 
competition in the altitude, speed and 
cross-country flights. 

A novel feature will he the attempt 
of Grahame-Wright to carry four or 
more passengers at one time in 
his machine, provided that a suffi¬ 
cient number of would-be passengers 
can be obtained. The present record 
for passenger carrying is five persons, 
but Grahame-Wright has promised to 
lake up seven passengers in addition 
to himself in the new biplane of im¬ 
mense size which he will use at the 
forthcoming meet. 

Count and Countess de Lesseps have 
cabled their intention of competing 
and Brookins and Johnson have also 
notified the committee of their entries. 
A cablegram has been dispatched to 
John B. Moissant, formerly of San 
Francisco, asking him to compete for 
some of the many prizes offered, and 
his acceptance is expected.

DEVELOPMENT BOARD 
PROGRESS BULLETIN 


The following bulletin is prepared 
by the Statistical Bureau of the Cali¬ 
fornia Development Board from the 
most authentic sources of information 
in each county in the state: 

Industrial conditions throughout 
the state are generally good. Farmers 
and fruit growers are generally pleased 
with crop yield and prices. Fruit dry¬ 
ing and canning are active and de¬ 
mand is strong. The output will be 
about normal, with a rising market. 
Deciduous fruit and grape shipments 
are two hundred cars more 
than at this time last year. Raisins 
may be a little short, but the situation 
has improved greatly during the 
month, and the prospect is that this 
fruit will bring remunerative prices. 
Shipments of citrus fruit, while below 
that of last year, is above normal. 

Vegetable yield is good, and canning 
output will be large. Nuts make a 
satisfactory crop. Yield of sugar beet* 
gives promise to exceed that of last 
year. All grain crops are good, with’ 
barley a bumper crop. 

The success of cotton planting in 
the Imperial Valley is marked. Eight 
gins are being erected. One hundred 
thousand acres will probably be plant¬ 
ed next season. 

Subdivision of large holdings con¬ 
tinues, and the influx of homeseekers 
into many parts of the state is in¬ 
creasing. Building and other con¬ 
struction, both of public and private 
nature, is active. New enterprises in 
mining and other lines are being 
started. The marked success of the 
electric iron ore smelter in Shasta 
county opens a new field of enterprise. 

County assessments reported to the 
California Development Board show a 
total increase of $80,000,000 over that 
of last year. 

Preparations for the California-Pan- 
ama Exposition at San Diego are mak¬ 
ing good progress.
